CHRONIC LARYNGITIS AND ITS SEQUEL^.*

I desire to present for your consideration this evening a brief paper based 
on my own observation and clinical experience. 

During the last six months i have been called to treat five members of this 
society for some of the unpleasant sequelae of chronic laryngitis ; and for that 
reason L have chosen this subject, in order that a review might be taken and 
some of the more important points discussed. 

As you well knowj the larynx is subject to all the affectiops peculiar to a 
mucous tracts with many other additional disorders due to its structural arrange- 
ments and its functional purposes ; as anaemia, hypersemia, congestions, inflam- 
mations, ulcerations and cicatricial deformities, with thickenings due to depos- 
its of a sub-mucous nature. 

It seems to be very common among physicians ( due perhaps to exposure ). 
A laryngitis should never be allowed to assume a chronic nature. Simple 
chronic laryngitis and thickening of laryngeal structures may occur as a conse- 
quence of acute laryngitis, or from repeated attacks of the sub-acute variety ; 
occasionally its mode of development is protracted and insidious. It may be 
partial, that is, only one-half of the larynx may be thickened permanently ; 
it may be general, affecting more or less all the intrinsic structures. The ques- 
tion of degree or locality of the inflammation bears an important relation. to 
prognosis. Chronic laryngitis may be primary or consecutive. Primary chronic 
laryngitis indicates that the affection has not been preceded by any local or 
general affection; the term consecutive may be applied to that variety which 
precedes or supervenes during or after the the course of some zymotic disease,

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malignant disease, or pulmonary phthisis, or which is the result ot extension 
from the nares or pharynx. In simple chronic laryngitis there is very seldom 
any true ulceration or loss of substance, unless there is evidence of struma, tu- 
berculosis or syphilis. The character of the voice almost entirely depends 
iipon the amount or degree of structural alteration undergone by the vocal 
chords. Complete aphonia — whispering voice — is in the absense of nervous or 
mental causes, indicative of severe laryngeal changes, and shows destruction of 
the vocal chords, or of the chords and ventricular bands; it is a point to be re- 
membered that a fairly effective voice can be produced by the ventricular 
bands should the vocal chords be destroyed. Chronic laryngitis, in addition 
to the symptoms produced on the voice, respiration, cough, etc., may some- 
times be the cause of gastric disorders ; when pharyngitis is present and the sali- 
va is in excess, or when frequent movements of swallowing are made, owing to 
the sensation of tickling at the back of the throat an excessive amount of air 
is swallowed, giving rise to gastric flatulence. 

The following are some of the sequelae of chronic laryngitis : In the in- 
sidious form, the possibility of tubercular degeneration is always present ; in 
these cases it is only by the examination of the sputum or laryngeal secretion, 
or the presence of the bacilli of tubercle being detected, that one can be certain 
that the case is one of tubercular disease. Another sequela of chronic laryn- 
gitis is the formation of new growths. These may be papillomatous, mucous, 
fibrous or cartilaginous, according to their seat of origin. 

The more chronic a case is, the more likely is the supervention of the 
more serious of all sequelae, the tubercular degeneration. In the case of ma- 
lignant disease of the larynx no definite conclusion should be arrived at with- 
out examining microscopically the sputum or pieces of the growth. 

With regard to treatment, it mast be both local and constitutional. It must 
be essentially of a local character to be of much use, by means of inhalations, 
sprays, powders, or pigments. In well-marked cases pigments should be resort- 
ed to at once, and of these, silver nitrate is the best. Commencing with a so- 
lution of grs. XXX to the ounce, the strength should be increased at least once a 
week, until loo pr more grains to the ounce are used if necessary. This pig- 
ment should be used three times a week loc;illy, by means of laryngeal appli- 
cations under the guidance of the laryngoscope, for several months. Sprays of 
iodol and menthol in warm oil are also indicated. Such energetic treatment is 
only necessary in well-marked cases of thickened vocal chords, or of the intra- 
laryngeal mucous membrane. 

In the chronic laryngitis dependent upon chronic nasal catarrh, attention 
should be directed to the nose ; the nasal passages ought to be frequently 
cleansed by means of a solvent spray^ and, imme iitely after, an astringent so- 
lution should be applied. At the same time the pharynx should be occasionally 
stimulated by applications of an astringent nature. In gianular inflammations 
the curette, or better still, the galvano-cautery to the main follicles is necessary. 
If the chronic laryngitis ends in the formation of a growth, it must be remov- 
ed by intra- or extra- laryngeal surgical measures. Certain of the sequelae may 
necessitate the opening of the windpipe, or intubation. In conclusion, I wish 
to urge upon you the importance of treating cases of laryngitis with prompt- 
ness in the early stage, especially in your own cases ; so many cases being neg- 
lected at firsts when some active measures might be taken which become use- 
less if deferred.

SELECT REPORTS ON CASES OF DIABETES MELLITUS.

Case I. — George G , set. 53 ; farmer, a large, robust man; family his- 
tory and previous health good, but occasionally indulged freely in whisky or 
beer. Presented himself for treatment August 13, 1886, complaining of loss 
of flesh and strength, great thirst and frequent voiding of urine in much larger 
quantities than usual. Had had * * rheumatism " lately, but was not confined 
to bed at any time, the pain being in the legs and feet, till within the past week 
he suffered from ** sciatica " on the right side. Right leg was swollen and pain- 
ful. By request his urine was saved for twenty four hours at a time, which TDy 
measurement gave 15^ pints or 248 ounces, and proved to be loaded with 
sugar. Specific gravity 1042, his weight being 157 pounds. 

Treatffunt, — ( i.) Food and Drink. Milk, buttermilk, bran bread, green 
vegetables, lean meat, beef, poultry, game. Lemon juice with bicarbonate of 
soda: in water, as effervescent draught ; any of the alkaline mineral waters, 
Vichy, Carlsbad, Apollinaris, etc. This constituted his entire bill of fare, for 
him to select from. (2.) Medication : Two grains aqueous ext. opium before 
meals three times daily ; five grains papine immediately after each meal, followed 
in from one to one and a haH hours with five grains of pancreatine and ten grains 
of bicarbonate of soda, were prescrib^ed. At the expiration of this first ten 
days his urine had fallen to 180 ounces, specific gravity 1034, while he gained 
fivQ pounds in weight. During the ten days next following his urine fell to 
123 ounces, specific gravity 1030, and again in weight of four pounds. This 
treatment was persisted in for three months, rigidly, when his urine came \vi 
quantity of 68 ounces, specific gravity 1024, with some trace of sugar lef^, 
and his weight had increased 33 pounds, he now having regained his former 
weight of 190 pounds. He was advised to continue the treatment, aijid about 
six months later I again saw the case, when he paid me a visit and informed 
jne that he was himself again, having had no trouble since, his weight, urine 
and strength being as fbrmerly. 

Case II. — Samuel S , carpenter, aet. 30. Complaining of weakness, 

thirst, and pain in left side alter food. Passed 130 ounces of urine daily, spe- 
cific gravity 1040 with sugar in good quantity. He was placed under the same 
bill of fare as Case i, and the same remedies prescribed except opium, which 
was replaced with ten grains of antipyrine. This had a most happy effect in 
restoring the quantity of urine and allaying all nervous concomitants, while the 
specific gravity and sugar became likewise reduced. But the effect was not last- 
ing, for whenever the antipyrine was withdrawn the quantity and specific grav- 
ity of the urine, as well as the sugar, gradually increased. This was persisted in 
for several months, when I changed it to one grain of aqueous extract of opium 
thrice daily, and its effect not being so marked nor rapid from the beginning^, 
yet proved lasting; for in three months my patient was well, his urine* averag 
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ing daily 60 ounces, specific gravity 1022, and no trace of sugar except after 
meals. 

Case III. — Mary L , aet 60. Complaining of severe pain shooting 

down right leg. Previous health good, gave no history except an increased 
thirst, and passing more water than formerly. Being of a nervous or sjrmpa 
thetic temperament, I first suspected diabetes insipidus, but as neuralgic pain in 
the leg is so often associated with diabetes mellitus, I examined her urine, 
which proved: specific gravity 1032, sugar in good quantity, and seven pints, 
or 112 ounces, in twenty-four hours She was at once placed under the same 
regimen as Case i, except the opium was given m one-grain doses. This failea 
to make any marked impression at first, but the difficulty was soon found to be 
t^le fact that she had a packet of sweets in her locker. After this obstacle was 
removed, the same progressed very favorably, and the sugar entirely disap- 
peared. I have omitted to mention a highly important detail of treatment — 
the regulation of the bowels. As a rule, diabetics are constipated whatever 
they may say. Therefore, a purgative twice or thrice weekly is essential. 
The compound extract of colocynth in capsules, or the compound scammony 
powder, are preferable. The latter deserves to be more extensively employed 
than it is, being tasteless and Efficient My observations on the limited num- 
ber of cases of this disease warrant the opinion that the disease is much more 
amenable to treatment in those who have passed the meridian of life than those 
who are younger. Again, of the various remedies employed, the strong im- 
pression left on my mind is confirmed by these cases, viz.: that in opium we 
possess a most valuable and trustworthy drug for the treatment of this disease. 
In the treatment of diabetes I invariably set before myself four main objects, 
which I endeavor to attain, in the following order : 

1. To releve the urgent and distressing thirst. 

2. To diminish the quantity of urine. 

3. To restore the body weight so its previous healthy standard. 

4. To remove, if possible, all traces of sugar from the urine. 

The first two are symptoms of which patients complain most loudly. The 
third torments them day and night, and the constant necessity to pass water 
makes. continuous sleep impossible. But while we must relieve these first and 
foremost, I look upon the improvement in general nutrition and the recovery 
of lost flesh as the best indication of successful treatment. This is the better 
accomplished by the proper selection of food and drink, and the use of pepsin 
and pancreatine, whereby we are often happily permitted, with benefit to our 
patient, to a relaxation of the strict dietary rules before they become injurious, 
and that they never cause, but frequently relieve, any troublesome concomi- 
tant affections — pruritus, etc — of the skin. 



Dr. Lewis Hall, of Augusta, Kansas, has been making an extended study 
of the effect of chloroform upon the process of normal labor. As a result of 
his .experimentation, he announces that there v& positively a retardaiion of labor if 
the anaesthetic be given during the first or second stages.

PERITONITIS, SUB-ACUTE *

' Gentlemen : — The apology for reading this paper is — First, it is not safe 
to take even the most salient point of the physical signs in a diseased condition 
■as the cause of that condition, or, at least, as the sole cause ; Second, that in 
at least nine cases .out of ten the cause of subacute peritonitis is traumatic 
— using the term traumatic in its broadest sense — and that a k^parotomy is the 
rule and not the exception, both for diagnosis and treatment In support of 
these propositions two cases will be reported. As the writer does not pro- 
pose to instruct, but to be instructed, he hopes that the paper will be supple- 
mented by such cases as may have come under the observation of the mem- 
bers present. Nothing is farther from the writer's intention than personal criti- 
•cism, for, as things go, he would have proceeded in the same manner, and the 
same peculiar circumstances and developments would have made it possible for 
some one else to have discovered what he overlooked. 

Case I. — Mr. McB , a common laborer, age 52 years, inmate of Hos- 
pital, entered hospital about September i, 1888. Was a man of power- 
ful physical structure, and his health had been perfect up to within a week be- 
fore his entrance. Was attacked with a chill while at work. ' Had chills every 
•day for a week, with profuse watery diarrhcea. In a few days the chills were 
arrested but the diarrhoea kept up about eight weeks. When the diarrhoea was 
•checked the abdomen became distended and hard, showing hydroperitoneum, 
which, on a new accession of the watery diarrhoea disappeared. After the disap- 
pearance of the hydroperitoneum, physical examination showed an enlarged 
spleen and hypertrophy of the liver. The flatness on percussion over the region 
of the liver extended from the nipple to the crest of the ilium. In tact there 
was more or I'^ss flatness over the whole right half of the abdomen. Heart in- 
tact, urine normal in quality and quantity. The diarrhoea stopped short again, 
and the peritoneal cavity filled up with fluid. After a failure to remove this 
fluid by hydrogogue cathartics, ihe aspirator was resorted to, and two gallons 
of straw-colored fluid drawn off. 'I his was resorted to from time to time until 
he died, Feb. 6, 1889. He suffered no pain except when the peritoneal cavity 
was full of fluid. I made in the beginning a diagnosis of subacute peritonitis, 
and used some insistence to get an operation, but did not succeed. 

The difficulty presented ^ere was a greatly hypertrophied liver. This 
hypertrophy accounted for, or could be made to account for, the most if not all 
the conditions present, and doubtless played at a part, at least, in producing 
them. 

Autopsy, ^ P. M.y Feb, 6, 1889. ( From records of E. B. Payne, medical 
student.) Rigor mortis n&t well marked, some twenty hours after death. Fluid 
had been drawn off from the peritoneal cavity two hours before he died. Se- 
vere shock followed the operation, from which he did not rally.

Thorax: Two. adhesions of the right lung to the chest wall, one lateral, 
the other posterior ; the lung is dark and oedematous. Left lung normal. Dila- 
tation of right ventricle ot the heart ; hypertrophy of the left ventricle. All of 
the valves intact ; pulmonary artery dilated. 

Peritoneal cavity : This cavity contains about one gallon of serous fluid. 
Peritoneum congested ; intestines filled with gas, and much distended ; a su- 
perficial ulcer on the outer surface of the stomach, and four or ^st small super- 
ficial ulcers on the peritoneal surface of the small intestines. Stomach adherent 
to liver, forming a sac which is filled with serous fluid. Liver very much enlarg- 
ed, and besides the adhesions to the stomach there ar^ adhesions to the dia- 
phragm and transverse colon and duodenum. Liver is friable and easily broken 
down, and contains several small pus cavities. Stomach dilated, and adherent 
to every organ adjacent to it. Caseous degeneration of the omentum ; large 
quantity of fat interspersed throughout the abdominal viscera ; spleen enlarged 
to twice the noi*mal size, and friable ; mucous membrane of the small intestines 
markedly congested. Kidneys normal; pancreas almost entirely destroyed. 
Mr. Payne, at the end of his notes, uses this expression : ' • There was simply 
one solid mass of adhesion of the contents of the peritoneal cavity," which 
expresses the condition that we found. The liver, stomach, spleen, omentum, 
and large and small intestines were agglutinated. 

Case IL — Mrs. B. History: During March, 1 88-, she telt a decided 
amount of distress about the rectum, which finally grew, into insupportable pain. 
She consulted Dr. McArthur, of Chicago, who diagnosticated cancer of the 
rectum ; and in December, 1888, removed, at St. Luke's Hospital, the rectum, 
and made a colotomy in the left lumbar region. Since then she has been in 
fairly good health until six weeks ago. 

I saw her first with Dr. J. F. Brewer, now of Barnard, Kas., on April 30, 
1889. Found her much emaciated, suffering with pain in the right lumbar re- 
gion, difficulty of urinating, tenesmus of the bladder, and severe pain in right 
leg. There was a small, thready pulse, and every other day exacerbations of 
fever. The tongue was brown, dry, and covered with a thick, brown coating. 
There was no pain about the rectum, no discharge from either rectum or vagi- 
na, and no odors. Rectal examination revealed a lumen as far as the finger 
could reach, but no hardened tissue. Vaginal examination ( digital ) revealed 
nothing abnormal save a decided thickening of the anterior vaginal wall, which 
was very hard. There was marked sensitiveness to the touch over the abdo- 
men. The appetite was poor, with a disposition to vomit ; the vomited matter 
was green. My diagnosis was peritonitis, resulting in septicaeijdia. It was her 
( and her family's ) supposition that the malignant disease had returned ; but, 
while telling them candidly that there was no hope, I strenuously corabatted 
the idea of a return of the cancerous trouble, or, at least, a return in sufficient 
force to produce the present status; but as to what the peritonitis was dile I 
was unable to decide. Nor did I go to any great length to decide it ; death 
was inevitable, and in her great prostration and with no view of help, her per- 
sonal comforts were to be considered before my own curiosity. When not 
under the influence of an opiate she suffered severely. She took either a 
drachm of McMunn's elixir of opium by mouth or a grain of sulphate of morphine 
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hypodermically at a dose. Diarrhcea was the rule, all alvine discharges pass- 
ing through the artificial anus. During the last two w^eks the urine passed in- 
voliintarily. Besides the abdominal pain'she suffered continuous pain in the 
right leg, keeping it flexed at the knee. During my supervision of the case, 
Drs. Emory Lanphe^r and Joseph Sharp saw her. 

Autopsy. — Autopsy made May 28, 1889. Present: Drs. B. Jones, Jo- 
seph Sharp, J. T. Eggers and Emory Lanphear. Rigor mortis well marked, 11 
hours after death. Embalmer's fluid found in the peritoneal cavity. Evidence of 
general diffuse subacute peritonitis, as shown by lymph and injected vessels. 
Omentum free, artificial anus found communicating with the descending colon, be- 
tween the splenic flexure and the sigmoid. Hardened faecal matter in transverse 
colon. Anus well formed ; slight adhesion to the peritoneum ; suppurating gland 
near the attachment of the mesentery to spine, with burrowing of pus between the 
layers of mesentery. This pus was traced by a sinus into a cavity in right 
iliac fossa, with sinuses reaching behind the peritoneum nearly or quite to the 
diaphragm. Both pleural cavity and lungs normal ; pericardiac cavity normal. 
Post-mortem clot ; liver normal in size and appearance; anterior surface nor- 
mal ; peritoneal covering thickened and in contact with pus cavity. Common 
bile duct normal ; nght kidney about normal in size ; when lifted up pus flowed 
freely from around it. Anterior surface covered with adherent peritoneum ; 
posterior surface, covering adherent, with a broken-down spot near the upper 
end about J^-inch in diameter, bathed in pus, which was found to communi- 
cate with a calculus triangular in shape, one angle of which projected into the 
upper extremity of the pelvis of the kidney, from which place a sinus commu- 
nicated with a pus cavity on posterior surface through broken-down kidney 
tissue. The pus cavity on. posterior surface of the kidney was found to com- 
municate freely with pus cavity and sinuses behind the peritoneum. Left kid- 
ney was somewhat enlarged, and surface of the pelvis much injected, and with 
lymph deposits in many recesses. Bladder found to contain about two ounces 
of pus and urine ; anterior wall greatly thickened ; posterior about one inch 
in thickness; a mass was found between the urethra and the cervix uteri. 
Uterus normal in size ; a fibroid on the fundus uteri globular in form, about 
two inches in diameter; cervix uteri and endometrium normal in appearance. 
Masses were found ar jund in the vagina, probably cicatricial ; cul-de-sac of 
Douglas normal. Rectum : small masses of cicatricial tissue near the anus ; 
rectum above that point apparently normal. Left half of the peritoneal cav- 
ity apparently normal. Brain not examined. 

I present here the kidney containing the calculus. This calculus weighs 
two drachms, is flat, triangular in form, measures one inch across the base, 
with a hypothenuse of an iach and a half, and a half an inch thick. It lies, 
as you see, in the pelvis of the kidney, the acute angle impinging on the me- 
dullary substance inferiorly and posteriorly. You see here the destruction of 
tissue, making the large opening which communicates with a pus cavity poste- 
rior to the pei itoneum.

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EXTERNAL URETHROTOMY COMBINED WITH INTERNAL 
URETHROTOMY.

In a paper read before the Missouri State Medical Society, May 22, 1889, 
the author said, in substance : 

External urethrotomy, called also perineal section, has been known since 
1652 ; it was perfected by John Hunter in 1783, but was rarely performed up 
to 1844, when Sjrme advocated it in some exceptional cases, in which, for in- 
stance, although a catheter can be passed into the bladder, no other treatment 
has afforded sufficient permanent relief. Abandoned again, because proofs of 
permanent benefit were insufficient, and because men of such prominence as 
Sir Henry Thompson and Sir Andrew Clark, of England, and Drs. Keyes and 
Otis, in this country, taught that "few, if any, strictures existed, through which, 
if urine issues externally, a catheter of sufficient size may not^be passed, in the 
course of time, with gentleness and skill/* They resorted to divulsion, contin- 
ued or interrupted dilatation, and internal urethrotomy ; which latter, through 
genius and mechanical skill, was so perfected that to-day it is preferred to 
the exclusion of almost every other method in the pendulous portion of the 
urethra, and numbers among its converts even Mr. Thompson. 

There are cases where we have perineal fistulee with a dilated urethra be- 
hind, complicated with prostatitis and cystitis and when the pitiable condition 
of the patient demands a more thorough and complete operation than any of 
those before-mentioned. In these cases I think no operation is preferable to 
Syme's, and if a stricture has gotten into such a condition as to demand inter- 
nal urethrotomy, the patient is considered safe at once and will be permanently 
benefitted if, at the same lime, temporary urine drainage has been made by 
perineal puncture. 

Mr. Reginald Harrison struck the key-note on this subject in his Lettsomi- 
an lectures, and pointed out for its advantage : 

1. Prevention of urethral fever and its complications. 

2. Thorough drainage. 

3. Cure of cystitis. 

4. Permanent improvement. 

The correctness of this I can verify by the report of two cases operated on 
by myself in this last year : 

Case L — H. L , aet. 38, American, merchant, has been suffering from 

stricture of the bulbous urethra, as a sequel to gonorrhoea, for about eighteen 
years; was operated on by Thompson's dfvulsor eight years ago. This was 
follownd bv severe rigors which confined him to his bed for over a month, thus 
preventing the successful treatment by gradual dilatation. Another attempt by 
a surgeon four years ago had similar results, and possibly caused, in addition, 
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a false passage. His condition became worse and worse, fistulse had formed 
on the subpubic portion of the urethra, out of which part of the urine escaped 
at every micturition. Induration was very marked at the junction of the mem- 
branous and bulbous urethra, also along part of the pendulous urethra ; urine 
only dribbled away from the meatus. Examination revealed a stricture an 
inch behind the meatus, through which only a whalebone guide would pass. 
Deeper in, the fistulous urethra was dilated, and cystitis existed to an alarming 
extent. His condition demanded relief to his bladder, which probably had 
not*been emptied of urates and decomposed urine for a long time. His former 
experience with divulsion and dilatation warned me against resorting to it again 
without an independent urine-drainage. / 

Preparing him forthe operation, I followed the advice of Prof. Palmer, of 
Louisville, of previously sterilizing the urine, by giving him : 

R Acidi boracici 3j 

Sodii biborat. 3ij 

Aquae menth. pip. Jv 

Syri simp. Sj 
M. Sig.: A tablespoonful every four hours. 

He took this medicine about four days, when he was put under chloroform, 
placed in lithotomy position, and the strictures in the penile and bulbous ure- 
thra divided with Otis's dilating urethrotome to No. 4 F. This urethrotome I 
prefer to all others, except Banks's, for strictures at or near the meatus. 
Wyeth's addition of the ratchet insures safety in cutting through very extensive 
strictures. The urethra being sufficiently opened, Syme's staff was passed well 
through the stricture and held by an assistant. The perineum was thoroughly 
shaved and washed with a bichloride solution, the scrotum held out of the way 
by an assistant, and an mcision was made directly on the median line through 
the raph^, dissecting carefully, layer after layer, thus avoiding the artery of the 
bulb which lies outside of the raph^. All haemorrhage controlled, the staff was 
taken in the left hand, while, with the right index finger, the groove was felt 
for and the urethra punctured. A gush of urine indicated its entrance. The 
incision was sufficiendy enlarged to permit digital exploration to find all cica- 
tricial bands, which were dissected out. A catheter was introduced into the 
bladder, and the viscus thoroughly washed out with a warm solution of bichlo- 
ride of mercuty, i : 8000. An iodoform emulsion was injected into tJie ure- 
thra and well , rubbed in, when the internal incision was 'made. The patient 
rallied well, no urethral chill or haemorrhage occiured ; temperature never rose 
above 99.5°, and that but once, on the third day, due to surgical fever. The 
' after-treatment consisted in thoroughly cleansing urethra and perineal wound 
with Thiersch's solution, and the introduction of full-sized silver sounds every 
three or four days. No untoward symptoms followed ; patient left his bed in 
ten days. Urine escaped for some time by perineal incision, then partly by it 
and meatu9 ; finally perineal wound closed at the end of three months, and he 
Is now in better health than he has ^en in eighteen years. 

Case H. — W. B , aet. 43, colored, injured his perineum first in 1878, 

on the pommel of his saddle, whicu gave him a good deal of pain on urinat- 
ing, and a sensitive swelling remained. He noticed occasional difficulty in 
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urinating, which increased very much. He hurt himself again, a year later, 
while riding a bucking mule. From this time on he suffered more or less, 
stream of urine got smaller and induration in perineum increased, but still he 
did not seek medical advice. His bladder began to pain him a good deal ; 
urine was thick and cloudy, and it took a go#d while to finish micturition. 

Finally, on July 8, 1888, after a long journey on the cars, while attempt- 
ing to urinate, he felt a sudden giving way and an apparent relief. But very 
little urine passed from the meatus; his sense of relief was followed by a sting- 
ing sensation in the perineum and scrotum, which began to swell rapidly. He 
took a chill and felt very ill for hours, and on the loth sent for a physician, 
who advised him to send for me. When I first saw him, July 13, late at night, 
four days after the accident, I found the perineum and scrotum enormously 
swollen ; a crackling, oedematous mass, covered with a putrid slough, the scro- 
tal tissue gangrenous, with lines of demarkation. The constitutional symp- 
toms were alarming, temperature 103°, pulse 130. He had occasional rigors, 
and very little urine passed for two days. There had evidently been a rupture 
of the membranous urethra just behind the triangular ligament ; this had been 
followed by extravasation of urine which had destroyed the areolar tissue. The 
penis itself was ce lematous, and meatus very small. I determined at once to 
perform complete division of all strictured parts by the combined method, dis- 
section of all dead tissue and thorough drainage and disinfection of affected 
parts. This was the only remedy, and the patient readily consented to it. 

The day being too far advanced, I ordered an yeast poultice to perineum 
and scrotunV, and operated July 14. early in the morning. Chloroform having 
been administered, the patient was placed in the lithotomy position, meatot- 
omy and internal urethrotomy performed to No. 34 F, I then carried a Syme's 
staff to the membranous urethra, and freely opened the perineal swelling down 
to and into the urethra with a bistoury, made several incisions into the 
oedematous scrotum, and dissected out all dead and cicatricial tissue. The dis- 
charge of fetid pus and decomposed urine that followed clearly proved the 
correctness of my diagnosis. In exploring the deep urethra I found an enlarg- 
ed and diseased prostate gland. A catheter was introduced into the bladder, 
and thoroughly washed out with a solution of bichloride of mercury, i : 8000 ; 
an iodoform emulsion was injected into the urethra, and all denuded surfaces thor- 
oughly dusted over with iodoform ; gauze, absorbent cotton and a T-bandage 
compleiing the dressing. Patient was instructed to pass urine into a bed-pan, 
and renew all dressings when soiled. I ordered quinine, stimulants, and the 
best of nourishment — morphine only when suffering extretfie pain. The haemor- 
rhage was slight, and the recovery from the immediate effects- of operation and 
anaesthetic good. in forty eight hours all bad odor had disappeared, slough- 
ing stopped entirely, (edema of scrotum greatly decreased; temperature 100**; 
pulse 90; kept falling rapidly to normal, which it reached on the ninth day 
and never rose again. The parts were thoroughly douched daily with Thiersch's 
solution, to stimulate granulation. The bla<Mer was washed lut daily with a 
biborate solution till urine became clear. The wound in the scrotum soon be- 
came covered with healthy granulations, and reduced its redundancy. The 
wound in the perineum grew smaller gradually, urine soon passed partly by 
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meatus. Full-sized sounds were used regularly from the third day on. On 
account of the extensive wound in the urethra, however, it took a good many 
months, and finally left a small opening covered over with epithelium, which 
necessitated an urethroplastic operation to close it. This was done by paring 
the edges of the wound thoroughly, and drawing them ^ together with inter- 
rupted silk sutures ; urine was drawn off every six to eight hours. Some of 
the stitches unfortunately gave way, and it was necessary to allow healing to 
go on by second intention. The caliber of his urethra has remained at 
34 F. 

External urethrotomy is not free from evils, and iiOt all cases terminate as 
well as those reported. I myself had a fatal case some ten years ago in an old 
man in Dunklin county, on whom 1 operated for extravasation of urine. The 
cause in his case had been gravel, which obstructed the membranous urethra, 
had possibly gradually increased in size till it produced follicular urethritis, 
sloughing and perforation of its walls. The ravages of decomposed urine had, 
however, been too much for his constitution, and completely destroyed the sur- 
rounding tissue. He died with typhoid symptoms. 

To insure permanent success in the operation it is necessary to 

1. Divide and remove all cicatricial banas and tissue. 

2. To introduce sounds every three or four days till wound is healed, and 
then occasionally to insure a fair caliber. 

Thompson leaves a catheter in the urethia for some days, but this ought 
to be omitted, as its presence causes discomfort to the patient, and is more apt 
to produce chill and cystitis of the neck, and urine will dribble along by side 
of it and come in contact with the cut surface anyway. Patients often get 
up on the eighth day, which they surely could not do if catheter had been tied 
in for several days. The results as to life are very satisfactory ; it is only occa- 
sionally that an incurable fistulous opening is left in the perineum. Those who 
oppose it contend that incision through the urethra contracts and thus lessens 
its diameter, but post-mortem examinations of patients who have died some 
years afterward have shown this to be groundless, the cicatrix being linear and 
scarcely perceptible. In rupture of the urethra with extravasation of urine, 
free incision is the only remedy to save the patient's life. The results of thi^ 
injury are so terrible as to speedily produce death if operation is put off. It is 
remarkable how rapid the destruction is, and if the patient survives the effect, 
how rapidly reparation goes on in this region. 



PERMANGANATE OF POTASSIUM— ITS ACTION AND USES.

In the Medical Review of July/2o, the au.hor gives his experience in the 
use of this drug. From the article the following is gleaned : 

In my hands this drug has proved both valu ible and reliable. When 
brought in contact with snake-poison, it readily and effectually destroys its 
toxic power, but when given by the mouth it has no effect on suqh poison. 
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When put up in solution, pure water should be used, and no other drug should" 
be combined with it. Fresh solution should be made every tkree lo six 
days. 

* When taken into the stomach in concentrated solution, it produces burn- 
ing and vomiting. But when taken in doses of gr. i to 2, diluted with half a 
glass of water, no irritation pr inconvenience is experienced in the great major- 
ity of cases. Permanganate of potassium is contra indicated in aciite inflam- 
mation of the stomach, but may be used in chronic gastritis, accompanied by 
fermentative changes in the food. Dose, i grain in pill three to four times a 
day after meals. Here it heals the mucous membrane, prevents fermentation 
and relieves insufficient oxidation of uric acid in the urine. In sudden 
cessation of the menses, whether due to cold, anaemia, grief or deficient activ- 
ity of the menstrual apparatus, it will restore the flow with great precision. It 
is contraindicated, however, in congestive and asthenic aihenorrhoea. When 
the menses cease on slight cause, it indicates a debilitated condition of the or- 
gans, and the drug should be taken in moderation for some time. I have 
found this drug beneficial in cases where the periods were regular in point of 
time, but the flow was either loo great or too small. In anaemic or chlorotic 
females it is well to administer tonics, such as iron, arsenic, phosphorus, barks, 
etc., for several months. Iodide of iron is especially valuable where a strumous 
diathesis is present. Mode of administration : Take one grain in pill every 
four to five hours, with half a glass of water after each dose.' A sitz-bath, a 
vaginal douche as well as a warm en«ma once or twice a day for a few days 
once in three or four weeks have proved valuable aids in the treatment of 
amenorrhoea. 

It is important to begin the treatment, if possible, three or four days be- 
fore the expected sickness. 

Mrs. L , aet. 23 years, first menstruated at the age of fifteen years; be- 
ing fearful of hei mother's wrath, removed and washed the stained linen. She 
redressed with the same cold and wet clothing. The catamenia did not reap- 
pear for about three years after this. The lady married, and in due time gave 
birth to a child. The catamenia appeared but once during an interval of three 
years, which intervened until the birth of her second child. Eighteen months 
after birth of second child I was consulted with regard to lame back and other 
symptoms of suppressed menstruation, from which she suffered more or less for 
eight years. I ordered a mixture of iron and strychnine as a tonic, and gave a 
one-grain pill of permanganate of potassium two or three times a day. She 
used tke baths and vaginal douche for a few days, once in three or four weeks. 
Under this treatment the catamenia returned in six weeks and have remained 
regular since — a period of two years. 

Miss A , aei. 22 years, gave almost similar history with regard to 

menses. Under treatment outlined above, normal menstruation was restored 
in eight weeks. 

Miss N , aet. 1 7 years, consulted me with regard to amenorrhoea, of 

three months standing. She had been under treatment for two months in a 
western town. I gave her one-grain pill permanganate potassium four to six 
times a day ; used vaginal douche and enema of tepid water three times a day. 
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Internally, I ordered teaspoonful doses of equal parts tincture soc. aloes and 
tr. myrrh to relieve constipation. In thirty hours she flowed four ounces. Her 
cousin^ in playing with her, dashed cold water down her neck, which chilled 
her and checked flow for eighteen hours ; but on continuing the treatment the 
flow reappeared and constituted a natural period. 

Local Aqtion. — When applied to the skin, it stains it brown. Applied 
to an abrasion, it causes smarting and burning and is slightly caustic. Its ac- 
tion is chemical-antidotal, but not physiologically antagonistic. 

It must therefore be brought in direct contact with poison to exercise any 
influence. By virtue of its oxidizing power it is deodorant an^ antiseptic. In^ 
sloughing phagadenae, unhealthy ulcers and impending gangrene, applied in 
concentrated solution^ it is of signal service^ Used in saturated solution 
as a caustic, it has the advantage over other agents of this class of pursuing and 
attacking unhealthy tissues. 

A girl set. 7 years, fell from a stairway fi\t months previously, and sustain- 
ed a severe cut on the head. The injury evidently had not been properly 
dressed, and as a consequence had raised into an unhealthy granulation tissue 
the size of half a walnut. The history showed that physicians had applied 
various caustic and oil dressings. I poured out some permanganate of potas- 
sium on the bottom of an inverted tumbler, adding enough water to make a 
saturated solution. 1 dipped a portion of absorbent cotton into the mixtiu-e 
and applied it to the sore for about five minutes. I repeated this opera- ' 
tion daily for three to five days. At the end of twelve days the sore was 
healed. 

Dr. P — ^ had an indolent, superficial sloughing ulcer on his leg which 
had baflied the skill of many physicians, as well as his own, for years. I ap- 
plied a saturated solution of pot. permang. with brush or feather every other 
day for twelve days. I kept away all greasy applications. ( I believe greasy 
applications, when continued for many months, favor the growth of unhealthy 
granulations.) I also applied rubber bandages. In six weeks the ulcer was 
entirely healed. 

J. P. D , aet. 30 years, was suffering with ranula complicated with vio- 
lent sore mouth. I ordered a mouth-wash gr.ss pot. permang. to Jj of water, 
to be used every two to four hours. The mouth was well in two days. 

Gir!, aet. 8 years, was suffering from cerebro-spinal meningitis. I admin- 
istered fl. ext. ergot 3iij daily in twelve doses for four days with good results 
on the disease, save the appearance of gangrene about the gums and fauces. 
I discontinued the ergot, and swabbed the mouth every four hours with a solu* 
tion grs.ij to ^\ Gangrene was arrested in forty hours. 

In mercurial salivation it is the best of all washes. I often use a few grains 
in a glass of water as a mouth-wash in continued fevers where the breath emits 
an offensive odor. In threatened gangrene following amputations I have used 
it with gratifying results. 

The concentrated solution failed to benefit a tinea sycosis of the up- 
per lip. 

G. H— "-, set. 40 years, married, on examination showed nine soft chan. 
cres. I touched each gently with lunar caustic, and applied absorbent cotton 
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moistened in a soluMon of pot, permang. grs.xv. to Jj. I ordered the solution 
applied occasionally every other day, and carbolized vaseline to be applied 
during the intervals. The cure was complete in eight days. 

In gonorrhoea an injection of gr.j to Jj four or fivt times a day, during the 
first week, or hydrarg. bichlor. gr ^ to Jjj At the end of first week increase 
strength of pot. permang. to grs.ij or iij per gj, and make one injection every 
other day. During the intervals, astringent injections, as sulphate of zinc, 
sugar of lead, etc., may be used with excellent results. 

Permanganate of potassium, grs. j to ij to§j as a vagina] douche twice daily, 
has served me well in the treatment of leucorrhoea. Except in very weak solu- 
tions, this drug should not be used locally oftener than once in two or three 
days, for if employed frequendy in strong solution it is an irritant. 



RECURRENT HEADACHE IN CHILDREN AND ITS TREATMENT.

It is not uncommon to see children complaining of headache whose gen- 
eral health is apparently good. Such children are troubled with headache, 
more or less severe, recurring at intervals of days or weeks. You will gener- 
ally find that the child has been subject to these headaches for a year or more be- 
fore treatment is sought for this particular symptom ; as a rule, it will be found 
that the patients are of nervous temperament ; that they do not sleep well ; that 
they grind their teeth at night, and frequendy suffer from bad dreams and noc- 
turnal terrors. Sometimes they may have spasmodic cough, particularly at 
night, even if there be no sign of pharyngeal or laryngeal irritation sufficient 
to account for such cough. It may be noticed that the child dislikes to keep 
quiet, and will change the position of its hands frequendy, and shift its weight 
uneasily from one foot to the other while being examined. In temper the child 
is apt to be fretful. Nothing particular is to be noticed about the face except a 
peculiar, heavy expression about the eyes. Warner thinks this due to lack of 
tone in orbicularis palpebrarum muscles, giving an appearance of fiabbiness 
about the lower eyelid ; the skin hanging too loose, with an increase in the 
number of folds, and in place of falling neatly against the lower lid as a con- 
vex surface, falling more or less in a plane from the ciliary margin to the lower 
margin of the orbit, a condition best seen in profile. This heavy expression 
of the eyes is not, however, noticed in all cases of recurrent headache. The 
headaches, as a rule, come on in the morning, though the child may have 
seemed perfectly well on going to bed. The pain is generally localized in 
some particular part of the head, frontal region, either side, or at the vertex, 
being rarely in the occipital. The pain is usually severe enough to prevent 
work or play. We may meet with optical illusions of sparks or spots and bands 
of color. The cl^ild generally feels chilly, and lies curled up in a chair near 
the fire. The picture is more like that of migraine in adults, with this differ- 
ence : the pain is more likely in recurrent headache to be across the forehead, 
at the vertex, or at the base ; less 0/ ten seen confined to either side of the head 
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than in migraine. There is rarely nausea and vomiting. During the last six 
years I have seen some twenty cases of recurrent headache. At first I spent 
some time over these trying to relieve them by the general methods employed 
in headache. Not meeting with'success, I at last remembered what Niemeyer 
calls the **fancyful hypothesis" of Drs. Bois Reymond and Mullendorf, that 
the pain ipay be due to excitement of the terminal sensory filaments of the 
fifth pair, by dilatation of the capillary blood-vessels of the dura mater. I 
therefore tried ergot for its effect on the arterioles. The treatment has been, 
on the whole, satisfactory. My custom is to satisfy myself that the headache is 
not due to gastric or intestinal disorder, to disease ot the kidneys^ heart, 
brain, or lungs ; that it is not due to excessive use of tea or coffee, and that it 
cannot be accounted for by astigmatism or otl.er abnormal vision. If none of 
the above causes for headache exist, I prescribe ten minims of the fluid extract 
of ergot, generally alone, sometimes with iron. I persevere in the use of ergot 
at least for two weeks after the disappearahce of the headaches. In one or 
two cases I have kept it up longer.

TREATMENT FOR CHILD-MASTURBATOR.— MANAGEMENT 

OF HYSTERIA. 



Editor Index: — [n the June number of the Index Dr. L, E. Samuel says 
he is at sea in the treatment of a child- masturbator, and asks lor help. The 
case reported is certainly a most remarkable and unique one ; such a one, in- 
deed, as has never come under the observation of the writer in a third of a cen- 
tury's experiences. At first blush it looks a little fishy, and as thqugh the doc- 
tor was attempting to play off a hoaxing game on his bre hren ; but it can hard- 
ly be believed that a brother would be so lost to a sense of dignity and have so 
little regard for the medical cloth as to obtrude such coarseness and vulgarity 
without just cause ; hence it is accepted as a true repprt of a most precocious 
child. On the ** Glorious Fourth," amid the booming and reverberation of the 
anvil's roar, inspiration is nought to be drawn from the occasion to indite some- 
thing worthy of benefitting our brother and his intractable little patient. It 
cannot be believed that one so young could have contracted this vicious habit 
through amative propensities. The trouble, perhaps, found its origin in some 
local irritation of the bladder, rectum or penis, which most likely still con- 
tinues; and, while treatment should be continued on general principles, due 
regard oua;ht to be paid to these organs A better regulated diet and a close 
observance of all rules pertaining to a healthy state of the body, will doubtless 
have as much or more to do with the cure of the case than medication proper. 
It is recommended, then, that the child be placed on a strictly vegetable diet, 
and somewhat limited in quantity. All spices, and whatever* else tends to cre- 
ate a feverish condition, should be prohibited, and the evening meal be made 
moderately light. The bed should be very hard, and the covering as light as 
possible with cotton sheets next to the child. He should not be crowded by 
other persons ; a bed to himself under the direct observation'^of parents would 
be best. A warm bith — sitting in it for a time — would be proper before retir- 
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ing each night, for a week or two, at least. Plenty of healthful out-door exer- 
cise should be indulged during the day, and the free drinking of water favored. 
The child should be required to urinate at least twice between bedtime and 
morning, at proper intervals ; this must never be negl^ted, and to break up 
th^ habit it may be necessary to observe it for months and even years. It is 
well known that old persons are frequently subject to erections in the latter 
part of the night from what has been called ** piss-proud," and which erec- 
tions are due solely to accumulated water in the bladder and too much heat 
from the bed. 

To obviate erections the child should be required to lie on its sides, as legs 
likely to produce them, in preference to its back. If erections are not pro- 
duced involuntarily from some morbid cause, masturbation is no more likely to 
be practised in the night than in the day time, and would not be practised at 
all, perhaps, in this case, 'f hese measures, in connection with medicines here- 
inafter mentioned, failing to relieve, it would be well to try sponging of the 
spine and lower portion of the body with cold water morning and evening, but 
more especially atdmes of excitement; also cold rectal injections on going to 
bed would not be amiss, neither would the bathing of the glans penis and pre- 
puce turned back, with cold water, at the same time. Possibly there may be 
herpetic or other irritation about the prepuce sufficient to account for erections, 
which, if existing, of course should be treated. It would not be unwise, 
perhaps, to keep an eye on the nurse if he has one, for it is sometimes the ca.se 
that the attendant is accountable for vicious habits in the young. Again, while 
this child is young, it is quite old enough to undcfrstand the laws of obedience, 
and should be deterred from the practice through the fear of the rod, if need 
be, as auxiliary treatment, other things proving of no avail. 

Now, as to the administration of medicinal agents, little need be said. In 
the first place it would be well to produce free catharsis through one or two 
doses of calomel and ipecac combined. This will do good service in removing 
engorgement of the chylopoietic viscera, and in restoring a healthy tone to the 
portal circulation, which, in a case of this kind, is probably abnormal. Smaller 
portions of the same kind, used every few nights for a couple of weeks, might 
do good work in keeping up the impression. Afterward the bowels should be 
kept moderately active under the use of aromatic syrup of rhubarb, or the fluid 
extract of rhamnus frangula, mixed with an equal part of simple syrup. Bro- 
mide of potassium once or twice daily to allay excitement and produce depres- 
sion in the urinary apparatus would not be misapplied, perhaps. The revul- 
sive action of ipecac emesis once in a while would be of service, likely, as a 
dernier resort ; but chief dependence, as before stated, must be placed in other 
means than medicines. 

When the child's age is taken into consideratiou, this case has developed 
into a very interesting and a truly stubborn one. Vigilant care and persevering 
effort, no doubt, will be required as prime factors in subduing the habit. The 
writer is not only without experience in a case so young, but has no recollec- 
tion of ever reading anything that begins to compare in viciousness and age 
with this case; hence, its interest. It is to be hoped the doctor will be suc- 
cessful in some plan of treatment, and give us another report. 

In the same number of the Index the successful action of apomorphia 
used hypodermically in hysteria is mentioned as a discovery by Dr. J. J. Ste- 
phens. He attributes its good effects to antiseptic and relaxing properties, 
which likely is somewhat misleading, judging from other medicines found most 
efficacious in the disease. It brings relief no doubt through its nausaent prop- 
erty, and in that sense is, of course, relaxing. The writer has never tried it in 
hysteria, but, reasoning from analogy, he has no doubt it would act finely. 
Many years ago these cases were a great bother to him, and tried the patience 
to the last degree while administering stereotyped remedies to no good pur- 
pose all night long, and may be two or three days, until the disease and pa- 
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tient were naturally worn out, and the doctor looked like he had gone through 
a '* flint-mill.*' 

Oti one such occasion, the customary medicines ran out, and could not con- 
veniently be replaced. A train of thought was now set up to substitute some 
other medicine with a hope of benefit ; and alter pondering over the matter 
some minutes, it came as a flash, from original induction, that ipecac emesis 
would do the business handsomely through its revulsive action, thus equalizing 
the circulating and nervous fluids — ^just the thing most urgen«ly needed. Ne 
sooner thought than done. Ab6ui thirty grains of ipecac found lodgment in 
the stomach of my turbulent patient, who was byr this time well-nigh rattling 
the roof off* of the house; and in flfteen minutes in was dislodged with a whoop 
and terrible <* heaving and setting-to '' of the patient, the air meantime being 
filled with a confusion of noise. But it had done its work, and done it weU. 
Her every nerve seemed quite unsuning— the highly wrought tension had re- 
laxed — and she looked as limber as a dish-rag. Half a dozen glasses of warm 
water effected a repetition several times, and in half an hour from the time of 
commencing treatment she was relieved ; in fact, entirely well, to the doctor's 
great delight ; and he left for home with the full assurance that that attack was 
•*done for" most thoroughly, and that his services would not be required again 
for a month or more. Prediction proved correct. This occurred a good while 
ago, and subsequent experience with the remedy in similar cases proves that it 
winds them all up at once ; giving the disease no show whatever, relieving the 
woman from a vise-like spell as if by magic, and allowing the medical advi- 
ser to go scot-free on his way rejoicing. 

' It not only relieves the paroxysm at the time, but tends to break up the 
hab\t ; thus permanently curing the patient. In this remedy the nauseating 
effect is not only bad, but the revulsion' of vomiting also ; by which internal 
congestions are broken up, the blood thrown to the surface, producing great 
cutaneous exudation, and the arterial and venous circulation and nervous force 
more effectually equalized and in a shorter time than by any other known 
agent. Besides, there is no medicine left in the system to produce any after- 
clap. When the doctor does not choose to remain, he may leave two or three 
powders composed each of ipecac fifteen grains, calomel five grains, given 
with the view of an emetico-cathartic eflect ; repeating the powders every half- 
hour till something sets in, and then suspend them. This treatment of a dou- 
ble action would be suitable only for vigorous patients. Many there are who 
most strenuously object to vomiting, but not so much in thi^ trouble as in oth- 
ers; still, part of the business of a doctor is to see '* which side of l|is bread is 
buttered;" in other words, he must exercise some common sense and discre- 
tion in the use of the remedy, or in these days of ** infinitessimal," *• Christian 
science" medication, some of his patients may seek less heroic treatment and 
be content to suffer longer and a great deal more. But while " Eureka — it is 
found," may be declared of ipecac emesis in its thoroughly satisfjring or antido- 
tal effect in hysteria, still if the hypodermic use of apomorpbia proves equal to 
the task always of limbering up an hysteric patient on short notice, there can 
be little doubt, because of its more pleasant action, that it will come into gen- 
eral use before long.

RADICAL CURE OF FISTULA IN ANO AND HEMORRHOIDS 

BY ELECTRICITY. 



Editor Index: — I would call the attention of the profession to more rapid 
methods of curing fistula in ano and haemorrhoids, coupled with safety and their 
adical extermination, than those generally employed. 
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Having devoted years to this branch of the healing art, many times with 
tedious and unsatisfactory results, employing the much talked-of Brinkerhoff 
and other methods, I challenge the world to compare results with the methc^nis 
I now use in the cure of fistula in ano, be there one or a dozen openings. I 
employ an electrolytic battery of about 1 2 ampere power, with sufficient of the 
cautery element to subdue any haemorrhage that may perchance occur. My 
portable batery ihatl take to the patients is about six inches wide by ten long, 
and ten inches high, with two cells, and built chiefly for quantity, charging it 
with iri oxide of chromiGm and sulphuric acid. The method of procedure is 
this: The battery is first charged, and the patient's bowels thoroughly emp- 
tied by means of an astringent Injection ; I then place the patient upon his side 
and with the Shot well rectoscope, or other suitable speculum, the inner open- 
ing is located ; or, if it b^ an external incomplete fistula, the side opening of 
the rectoscope is so turned that the possible opening is in view. The patient 
is, of course, under the influence of an anaesthetic. I then straighten out the 
fistulous tract next nearest the anus, with a stiff" steel probe of sufficient length, 
having an eye near its introductory end ; and if the sinus does not quite open 
into the bowel, perforate the intervening tissue till the eye of the probe is dis- 
tinctly seen in the rectoscope ; and, leaving it there, I next introduce a lance- 
pointed probe ( having also an eye near its end ) about three-eighths of an inch 
farther from the anus into the solid structure, and parallel with the fistulous 
tract till its eye is also seen penetrating the bowel in the opening of the recto- 
scope. The eyes of both probes are then threaded with the opposite ends of a 
No. 24 platinum wire about ten inches in length, and both probes are then* 
withdrawn, leaving the wire in situ^ forming a loop. 

Both ends are now secured to an electrode, the electric current turned on, 
and the loop drawn through the partition, in its passage destroying the mem- 
brane which lines the fistulous tract. No dressing is necessary, as it is well 
known that no wounds heal more kindly than those made by a battery; the 
bowels, however, must be kept locked up for at least a week, though longer 
is belter. When the patient gets up he is a well man again, union having taken 
place by first intention. The above method I have employed in many instances 
with complete success. In haemorrhoids and prolapsus ani I employ a similar 
method, no matter how large the protrusion or how long the patient has suf- 
fered ; first bringing the growths all outside the anus, and in one treatment of 
a few moments the work is done, and is always su:cessful ; followed by no 
haemorrhage, or unpleasant symptoms, or pain. Should your readers desire 
further information, I shall be only too glad to give the same gratis to all who 
may apply, at Grand Rapids, Mich.

Mix. Shake frequently for four or ^vt days. Dose for an adult, a des- 
sertspoonful. In severe cases the above will prove a valuable vehicle for any 
of the fluid astringent extracts. W. P. Biles.

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OBSTETRICS AND GYNECOLOGY AT THE AMERICAN MEDI- 
CAL ASSOCIATION. 



** Chronic Cystitis in the Female" was the subject of a paper by Dr. 
Augustus P. Clark, of Cambridge, Mass The symptoms present in a case of 
cystitis are often but an expression of the organ that there has occurred a lesion 
or a morbid process at a distance from the part seemingly affected. Anal and 
rectal inflammation are not uncommon causes of inflammation of the bladder. 
Dilatation of the urethra is indicated in those cases where tenesmus is an im- 
portant symptom, and in which the parts around have been hypertrophied and 
contracted. Faradism, with one pole over the uterus and the other over the 
bladder, gives speedy relief. Corrosive sublimate, i to 2000, will often prove 
of benefit when no marked organic changes have occurred. Some cases will 
yield readily, others will require the most ingenious treatment and skillful 
operation. n 

A new two-ways catheter was described by Dr. A. Cordes, of Geneva, 
Switzerland, for uterine injection. His instrument represents the following 
advantages : It has no tube, no screw, no blind end or cul-de-sac, no angles, 
no eyelets or corners where the microbe could hide itself, defeating the brush. 
Being open at the distal end, it throws the fluid into the fundus uteri, from 
whence it concies down and returns by the exit-channel. 

** Salpingo-ovaritis " was the subject of a paper by t)r. Georges Apostoli, 
of Paris, France. He l)ad treated salpingo-ov?ritis by electricity as far back as 
1882, and had described it under the name of ** Treatment ot perimetritis." 
He thought this trouble should come under the domain of surgery only when 
electrical treatment has been followed by failure. Castration should be an 
operation of necessity, never of choice. He claims for the electrical treatment, 
which he advises, that it is conservative, inoffensive, oasy of application by ev- 
ery one, but does not pretend to produce a radical cure of salpingo-ovaritis; 
and '' its best justification is found in the fact that a subsequent normal preg 
nancy may follow " as did in several of his cases. 

"Casuistry in Obstetrics" was discussed by Dr. Theophilus Parvin, of 
Philadelphia. The question of conscience, he said, was a constantly recurring 
one in obsteteics. Cohabitation during pregnancy he considered improper, 
immoral, unjust and injurious to both mother and foetus, and should not be 
allowed. Information as to the means of preventing conception he thought 
permissible in some few cases on account of disease, yet should not be given 
unless in very exceptional cases ; as it was usually extensively disseminated 
and its influence pernicious. The justifiability of the production of artificial 
mbcarriage was restricted to very few cases. Amputation of the pregnant 
uterus was considered justifiable in certain cases of great pelvic deformity. 
The subject of craniotomy wa,s discussed in a most delicate manner, and ad- 
mitted to be hot only justifiable but imperative in the interests of the mother. 
Caesarian section should be preferred to craniotomy in those cases in which the 
conjugate measured two inches or less. 

** Injuries of the Bladder during Laparotomy" was the Subject of a paper 
by Dr. A. Reeves Jackson, of Chicago. The doctor reported sixty-seven cases. 
We should avoid prolonging the abdominal incision toward the pubic bone till we 
have ascertained the relations of the bladder. The operation should be commenc- 
ed with the viscus more or less filled, and it should be emptied by an assistant 
during the operation. If an opening is made, it should be closed at once with 
a continuous suture of catgut or fine silk, the serous surfaces being inverted 
and the permanent catheter used for two days.' 

** Pelvic Abscess in the Female" was the subject of a paper by Dr. W. H. 
Parrish, of Philadelphia, which went over well-trodden ground in a thorough 
maniier, and was discussed at length. 
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** Benjamin Rush as an Obstetrician '* was the subject of a paper by Dr. 
Horatio R. Storer, of Newport, R. I. The introduction of anaesthesia in ob- 
stetrics was an American Idea in the mind of Benjamin Rush fifty years ago. 
The idea was suggested to him after observing a painless labor in a woman in 
an epileptic fit, and another who was drunk. He thereupon prophesied the 
finding of a drug which would relieve the pains of labor.

JACKSON COUNTY MEDICAL SOCIETY. 



The Society met at Pythian Hall July 11, 1889. 
Dr. Hal Foster read a paper upon : 

CHRONIC LARYNGITIS AND ITS SEQUEL/E, 

which appears elsewhere in this number of the Index. 

Dr. H. C. Crowell : I have no doubt there are a great many laryn- 
gists here. I know there is a larynx, and that is about all I know about it. 
I feel that Dr. Foster is deserving of a great deal of commendation for having 
presented this paper on this important branch of medicine. Those who do a 
great deal of work in ^this branch undoubtedly know a great deal about tlie 
subject. Dr. Foster is the first man who has read any paper on this very im- 
portant subject since I have been here, now about six months ; and it seems to 
me that there is as much trouble here with the throat and nose as in any place 
I have ever been in. And, as I said at the start, I wish to commend Dr. Fos- 
ter for presenting this important paper to us. With the little I do know I can 
appreciate the importance of being able to treat successfully diseases of the 
larynx. I had some considerable trouble in my own nose and throat. My 
nose was cut out — bored out-sprayed out, and all that sort of thing. I know 
that what was done proved beneficial, for the reason that I have had very 
much less trouble since that treatment. 

Dr. Fee : I would like to roakr. a report of a case on that point. I was 
visiting, some time ago, a practitioner in this city, and he told me he ^as in 
the habit of examining the sputa of his patients. He would request his pa- 
tients to send him a specimen of their sputa, and if he found the bacillus tuber- 
culosis in tliat sputa he was satisfied that he could make a diagnosis of con- 
sumption in that case. Now, as I understand the family of bacilli -the family 
of microorganisms — these rod-like bodies, that they are exceedingly numerous. 
In fact I don't understand how bacteriologists can systematize them at ali. I 
understand that they all look alike under the microscope. You can't differen- 
tiate them. And it is only after you first cultivate, and then go further and 
inoculate, and then demonstrate by your inoculation that you have tubercles — 
that you are sure that you nave tuberculosis to deal with. Now I should con- 
sider it a very snap judgment or a snap diagnosis for anybody to come into a 
medical society , and say because he finds some bacilli rods in some spuu; that 
his patient has consumption. I don't think that any man can diagnose tuber- 
cular disease by the microscope alone. You must go further — cultivate and in- 
oculate. These three important elements should enter into the question of 
diagnosis. 
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Dr. B. VON SwKARiNGEN : I sThould like to ascertain the relation which 
some habits have to chronic laryngitis ; for instance, the tobacco habit — both 
smoking and chewing. I would like to say, in regard to Dr. Fee's question, 
that, so far as I know, it is a settled conclusion that the evidence brought forth 
by the microscope determines whether you have tuberculosis to deal with or 
not 9^ course, the bacilli are put through a process of staining ; and it has 
been found, I believe, that only organic matter is left stained by certain pro- 
cesses— by certain dyes that are used only organic matter is stained, and the 
general characteristics of the bacilli are brought out. I believe that it is 
conclusive, after having found these organisms m the sputa, that you have 
tuberculosis to deal with. I know that chronic laryngitis has annoyed me — or 
rather I should say laryngitis, as I don*t know whether it is chronic — and I 
have found it troublesome to treat. I have had one or two cases of tubercular 
laryngitis, and I would have given a great deal to have known of some things 
that would have relieved the pain produced in deglutition, brought on by 
' ulceration of the larynx. 

Dr. Joseph Sharp : I have not heard all the paper. I certainly feel, 
however, that in my experience as a general practitioner, laryngitis in the 
adult is not as common as those diseases of the upper air passages. I had been 
accustomed to look into the laryngoscope. I took one with me into the coun- 
try some time ago, and also used it occasionally with more or less success. 
Laryngitis is not nearly as common as inflammations — both acute and chronic 
— are of the upper air passages I believe, too, that most cases that are tuber- 
cular in character are secondary. I have never seen a case of tuberculosis of 
the larynx. In cases of ulceration, I use solutions of chloral. When I fail 
with that, nitrate of silver. I almost strangled a patient once by the powdered 
nitrate of silver. In one or two cises I have found my patients benefitted by 
powdered nitrate of silver, blown into the larynx. I don't know how it is, but 
I amsDmewhat prejudiced against strong applications of nitrate of silver in such 
cases. I have always felt that we ought to be able to do more in some of the 
inflammations of the larynx in children. I have tried to see into the larynx 
in cases of croup, and very seldom have I been able to do it. The last case 
Dr. Foster and mjrself stood by together. We tried again and again to see the 
inside of the larynx, but failed. The child got well. We did not do intuba- 
tion ; and if we had, we would have probably claimed that we had saved it by 
intubation. It is now recommended to force the membrane ; draw ihe tongue 
forward, and force your way in there. I h ^ven't seen it done, we don't all 
feel like: trying it In these cases of chronic laryngitis we allow our patients 
to go on from month to month, and bye and bye they die from croup. I have 
attended cases twenty times with croup and finally lost them with croup. 
Perhaps the last time they had membraneous croup, and that the other attacks 
were the so-called ** false croup." And yet I couldn't say this positively, until 
my patient has crossed the line; whereas, if I could have seen the msmbrane, 
I might have been able to have saved my patient by different methods of 
treatment. 

Dr. Merrell : Dr. Sharp's remarks go to show the possible benefits ob- 
tained by inspection of the larynx in croup. That is certainly a very important 
matter. 

Dr. Foster : The paper is simply on laryngitis and sequelae of lar- 
yngitis. 

Dr. Merrell: I don't wish to digress from the paper And I suppose 
1 ought to apologize, for I did nit arrive here in time to hear the doctor's pa- 
* per. I take it that, no matter what the cause is that is ob=:tructing the ai: pas- 
sages, we are either to perform laryngotomy or tracheotomy in due season. In 
the first place, as to the exammuion. It is undoubtedly very difficult to over- 
come the resisting force of the pillars of the fauces and adjoining parts. I 
have found by application of cocaine, however, that the reflex forces are very 
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much overcome I believe a child's throat is m6re sensitive than an aduh's. 
One would suppose this is a subject in which interference would enter more 
than it really does. As to the time to operate, whether it is the membraneous 
or other kind of croup, as soon as the first extreme gasp for breath is made, I 
believe the larynx should be opened, and my method is by the knife. 

Dr. Foster : 1 am sorry that the gentlemen have misunderstood the true 
subject of the paper. In reply to Dr. Sharp as to what I mean by solvents, I 
have to say — such remedies as listerine, iodol, ether, nitrate of silver, nitrate of 
sodium. Dr. Fee asked me if it were possible to make a diagnosis of tubercu- 
lar trouble if one should find the bacillus, I think I should want to have some 
other symptoms besides the throat trouble of the disease. Besides the local 
trouble of the Urynx I think that, as a rule, there is trouble in the lungs, 
though I believe there is a local tuberculosis of the larynx. There is an inter- 
esting article in a late number of the New York Medical Record, by Dr. Shrady 
of that city, on this subject. Dr. Fee asked if the bacilli are not in the air 
we breathe, and why is it that ihe upper air passages are not affected. I 
cannot say about this. One of the gendemen ( Dr. Sharp ) asked me about 
the treat-nent; spea'is of fi'ty grains or more of nitrate of silver applied to 
the larynx as being very strong. I think that the powdered form of nitrate 
of silver is very nnich more apt to disturb than the stronger solutions. I think 
the powdered nitrate of silver blown in upon the larynx is very apt to produce 
temporary strangulation in a good many ^ases. I would like to say that in the 
cases of local tuberculosis that I have had, that listerine, or either menthol or 
iodol have acted nicely. Still, I know of nothing better than nitrate of silver 
or chloride of zinc. 

The second paper of the evening was on 

SUBACUTE PERITONITIS, 

By Dr. Brummell Jones, which may be found among Reports from 
ctice. 
Dr. Chas. C. Partridge : I have been exceedingly interested in the 
doctor's paper, particularly because it calls to riny mind a very serious case of 
traumatic peritonitis which I had when I first started out in practice. The 
patient, a little boy seven years of age, while wrestling with a playmate fell 
over, striking his .side against a stone. When I first saw him, which was in the 
morning, I found him suffering from extreme shock and complaining of con- 
siderable pain over the neighborhood of the liver. I resorted to free stimula- 
tion externally and internally, and he finally rallied. At my next visit in 
the early afternoon I found all the signs of peritonitis ]Sresent, anxious expres- 
sion of countenance, drawn-up thigh, great dread of having abdomen touched, 
clear mind, and considerable tympanitis. I placed him upon the usually pre- 
scribed treatment for peritonitis : Turpentine stupes over abdomen, and opium 
internally until pain was relieved and respiration dropped to fourteen in a min- 
ute. At my next visit in the evening I found him much easier but his abdo- 
men was more swollen ; and from this time on for two weeks the abdomen 
gradually enlarged until it was simply enorn^ous. I had great difficulty in 
keeping his parents from administering a cathartic to him to move his bowels, 
which I believe in his case would have brought about a fatal termination ; as 
his abdomen was so tense that any effort made to evacuate the bowels would 
have resulted in a fatal perforation. As it was I kept his bowels quiet for a 
period of two weeks, when he had the most enormous mass of thecal matter 
pass him that I have ever seen passed by a patient. I gave him as much as 
twenty-five grains of opium a day to keep him out of pain, during the entire 
two weeks. 

Dr. J. W. KvGEP : I think there is one thing that Dr. Jones might have 
brought out in the description of these two cases, and that is the treatment re- 
sorted to in these cases ; showing that all cases of subacute perinonitis are due 
to traumatism. Now if Dr. Jones had been very careful in regard to this 
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— as to the cause being due due to this — when we know the cause to be trau- 
matism, we should perform laparotomy nineteen times out of twenty. I don't 
think the doctor made this matter very clear. Perhaps he did not intend say- 
ing anything whatever in regard to this treatment. 

Dr. Beattie : In regard to the first case the doctor reported I will say 
that I believe we should attribute the cause to son^e brain, liver or heart trouble. 
In my opinon he knew nothing whatever definitely about the cause of it. In the 
second case, I believe that we could attribute the cause to the trouble that 
originated in the rectum, or to some female trouble resulting in cellulitis, and 
that the peritonitis was the result of a cellulitis. [The doctor here gave a rather 
lengthy description of a case, illustrative of this point, he recently had in prac- 
tice ] and now a word in regard to the treatment of peritonitis by saline cathar- 
tics. I think the thing to do in these cases is to bring about absolute rest as 
soon as possible, and that you should keep your patient under opium in these 
cases probably more than in any other case. 

Dr. Croweli. : Doctor, didn't you have a great deal of gaseous accu- 
mulation in your cases, and don't you think they were brought about by your 
opium ? 

Dr. Sharp : V/e are a great deal more apt to agree by the bedside, gen- 
tlemen, as I have remarked before, than in the society. We have in one of 
these cases hypertrophy of the left heart and dilatation of the right heart. And 
it does seem to me that there must have been an obstruction to the fiow of blood 
through the heart; in other words^ my hypothesis is that the peritonitis was 
dependent upon an obstruction in the circulation — this was what caused the 
hypostatic pneumonia. Dr. Jones stated that one-half of the pancreas was 
destroyed, but he was not sure whether it was destroyed by malignant disease 
or not. Nothing in the post mortem demonstrated this. I don't believe it has 
been brought out by Dr. Jones that we found pus lying in between the layers 
of the mesentery. There was really little injection of the peritoneal vessels, 
but the great source of trouble was a pus-sac lying behind the peritoneum, the 
origin of which I believe was the ** broken-down hole " in the posterior part of 
the kidney; that when we cut through the kidney, we found in the pelvis of 
the kidney the calculus with the sharp point of it protruding out of that open- 
ing. Certainly there was no evidence of malignant disease in this case. 

Dr. Swearingen : I think that the second case shows that in doubtful 
cases we should make very caref\il examination of the urine. There was pus 
found in the cavity of the catheter, and I should think that that would have 
. led 10 inquiry as to the origin of the pus. Certainly it should have led to exam- 
ination of tne urine by the microscope, which might have led the doctor to 
suspect the cause of trouble. Dr. Sharp believes there was obstruction to the 
circulation — enlargement of the the liver — dilatation of right ventricle and hy- 
pertrophy of left. A liver of that size would occasion certainly a most marked 
.obstruction to the circulation, and damming back of blood. If such was the 
case, the secondary inflammation of the spleen is easily accounted for, and the 
enlargement of the liver would account for the enlargement of the heart and 
the hypostatic condition of the lungs. I can easily see then how that the peri- 
tonitis could be only a symptom — a concomitant of the other trouble. 

Dr. John T. Eggers : I would like to suggest a word here, to say, 
that in regaid to the cases that have been very carefully reported to you. Dr. 
Jones starts out with the statement that trmmitism is the usual cause of sub- 
acute peritonitis. He doesn't speak of the different varieties of traumatism, in 
jury to peritoneum from stab-wounds, gunshot wounds, typhoid fever ulcera- 
tions, obstructed knuckle of bowel, obstructed circulation from any cause, 
blows upon the abdomen, etc., etc., all alike come under the head of trauma- 
tism. [Dr. Eggers went on to show that the pus did not have any direct con- 
nection with the peritoneum, but that it lay behind the peritoneum. He did not 
think that the peritonitis was dependent upon cancerous disease of the pancreas. 
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He said we would have evidence of it in other organs, as well as in the 
pancreas.] 

Dr. Crowell fnade some more remarks on the subject, giving his opinion 
as to the cause of the peri'ionitis in the cases in question. He said he would 
not wait five days if the case did not seem to improve under saline cathartics, 
and other measures prescribed for peritonitis, before he would perform laparot- 
omy to ascertain the exciting cause. He deprecated the common plan of wait- 
ing a week or ten days before operating. He did not favor ligating the bowe^ 
in typhoid fever to relieve haemorrhage, claiming that by so doing we would 
be but performing an autopsy before the natural time. 

Dr. Jones : Afr. President and Gentlemen^ I am more than sorry that 
my paper has been misunderstood and misconstrued ; for I came here to-night 
not to teach, but to be taught — and I fear that I have attained neither. 
There are two kinds of papers for presentation before a medical society : One 
is the complete paper, where every condition, and every detail of the point in 
question, is brought out by the writer ; it may be denominated a Complete Pa- 
per, inasmuch as it leaves little or no room for the members of the society ta 
talk save as they may ratify this or disagree with that point. Such a paper im- 
plies a conscious ability to teach. While I teach students, I do not assume to 
teach doctors. — ^The other form is not the complete paper, but the suggestive 
one — one that leaves room for others to bring out omitted points from the 
storehouse of their own experience and observation in practice. The lat- 
ter is the form that I prefer. In reply to the propositition of one gendeman 
that I have simply reported two cases, and nothing moi^e, I answe. that there 
was more. In my preface I said there were three points that would be brought 
out : one that, in making a diagnosis, the most salient point that struck the 
eye in a physical examination might not be the prime cause of the disease, but 
an effect ; or, if it was a prime cause, there might exist another previous cause , 
of disease independent of the frrst. And I demonstrated both of these points 
by the report of the cases. The one by the existence of a renal calculus in the 
same patient who had been operated upon successfully for cancer of the rec- 
tum — the calculus being coexistent with the malignant disease — the cancer be- 
ing removed, the calculus not being even suspected. The other^ a malignant 
disease of the pancreas being the cause of the peritonitis, while an hypertro- 
phied liver stood out as being able to answer for the effusion into the perito- 
neal cavity, obscuring the peritoneal inflanunation which was of a low form. 
Now there can be no quesuon o/ the disease of the pancreas being the prime ' 
cause in this case. The hypertrophy of the liver was secondary to the inflam- 
mation set up in the peritoneal cavity ; the heart trouble was secondary, proba- 
bly, to the engorged liver. Another point that I called up in my premises was 
* that, using traumatism in its broadest sense, all cases of subacute peritonitis 
were traumatic. In reply to a gentleman who says some of these cases are 
idiopathic, I will say that I have never seen a case— never saw a man who had 
seen a case — and never saw a raan who had seen a man who had seen a ca e* 
Flint says such cases are so rare that they belong among the curiositi s of nied- 
ical experience. The same gentlenian doubts, in the second case, that perito 
nitis causes septicaemia, because he cannot see how it would do so. Gentle 
men, peritonitisof the suppurative form is a prolific source of septicaemia. Take 
even a case of suppurative pelvic cellulitis, /where the peritonitis may be 
only partial, such a case as my friend Dr. Beattie detailed during the discussion, 
and septicaemia is one of the grave troubles to be apprehended. I am pretty 
sure that Dr. G., who made out the the death certificate, ixkls right when he 
gave septicaemia as the immediate cause of death. In answer, again, to Dr. 
Fee, I will say that I did make a suggestion that covered the ground of treat 
ment, when I made my suggestion as to the aetiology of the disease. True, j 
only gave in my report two causes : one, a calculus in the kidney ; the other, 
a malignant disease of the pancreas. It was for you, gentiemen, to bring out 
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such other causes as had come within your observation. Some of you have 
done so : Dr. Beattie has given, as a cause, pelvic, inflammation ; Dr. Crowell, 
perforation of the intestine ; Dr. Partridge, a blow over the region of the liver. 
Now, besides these, we may have absce.ss of the liver as a cause, pyosalpinx, tt 
id omnes. That is what I was trying to bring out in this discussion. I am sorry 
I have not better succeeded.

Director of the Medical Clinic at Munich. Translated by David J. Doherty, 
A. M., M. D., Instructor in the Chicago Polyclinic. 

Prof. Huxley reviews the main points of the controversy in which he has 
been engaged, in an article entitled "Agnosticism and Christianity," which 
will be printed in the Popular Science Monthly for August. Some of Cardinal 
Newman's writings receive a share of caustic criticism in this paper. 

The Ninth Annual Report of the State Board of Health of Illinois is re- 
ceived from the author, Dr. John H. Ranch, Secretary of the Board.

ticulars—especially in regard to the management of insomnia and of delirium. 

Vol. II., number i, (April) of Wood's Medical and Surgical Monographs 
is received and read with profit. It contains On Diabetes and its Connection 
with Heart Disease ^ by Jacques Mayer, M. D., Carlsbad, twenty-seven octavo 
paged; and Blenofrhaa of the SexucU Organs and its complications, by Dr. Er- 
nest Finger, Docent at the University of Vienna. The price of single copies is

Manual of Instruction for Swedish Movement and Massage Treatment. Such 
is the title of a neat little volume ( i2mo., pp. 128, price $1.00 in cloth ) just 
received from F. A. Davis, medical publisher, London and Philadelphia. It 
is written by Prof. Hartvig Nissen, Director of the Swedish Health Institute, 
Washington, D. C. It is a practical handbook, giving the necessary directions 
for the execution of these valuable therapeutic measures, and can be profitably 
studied by all desiring to learn the methods. It is neatly printed, and is illus- 
trated by twenty nine original wood engravings. 

F. A. Davis, of Philadelphia, has just published as one of the numbers of 
the *' Physician and Student's Ready Reference Series" a little work on Mate- 
ria Medica, Pharmacy and Therapeutics, by Cuthbert Brown, B. A., M. D., of 
Philadelphia. The object of the book is said to be ** For the use of Students 
preparing for Examination," for which it will undoubtedly prove well-adapted; 
but it will prove equally valual^le to the young physician just entering upon 
the practice of his profession, especially if the field of labor be in the country. 
Being accurate and admirably condensed, and cantaining many formulae of 
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tested value, it may also be of much use to every practising practitioner of 
medicine. 

Not many physicians have attempted to write books other than medical, 
Oliver Wenddl H<dmes being the notable exception. A few neurologists, like 
Wm.

Those who know 
Dr. King will appreciate the treat that is in store for his readers.

It is a complete compend of anatomy, including all' the 
viscera, illustrated, and containing numerous tables and charts. It is founded 
upon the latest edition of Gray's Anatomy j( edited by Keen), but reference is 
made to Leidy, Quain, Allen, Holden and others. It is written in excellent 
style, and will prove of great value to medical students or to the surgeon who 
wishes a synopsis of anatomical points for ready reference or review.

EDITORIAL NOTES. 



The Elixir of Life, — It seems that, after all, Ponc6 de Leon need not 
have sought in Florida for the ** fountain of youth," for the source of eternal 
virility lay, as it were, at his very doors. Brown-Sequard, the celebrated sav- 
ant and physician, in a recent communication to the French Academy of Med- 
icine ( whose incredulous members did not quote, as might have well been 
done, to him the words of Festus to Paul: *' Thou art beside thyself; much 
learning hath made thee mad " ), said that rejuvenation may be effected by the 
hypodermic injection of a concentrated essence obtained from the testicles of a 
<i)ring calf. He himself had used it, and as a result could "^M/«^j not attempted 
befbre in twenty years." He advised that old women be experimented upon in 
the same manner, using ** ovarian essence ■' instead of testicular. ( It is to be 
devoutly hoped that "ovarian essence" may not by mistake be used with men, 
and vice-versa — the results might be something astounding ! ) The fad has been 
seized upon in this country, it seems, as a dispatch to the daily Globe of this city 
dated Indianapolis, Aug. 4, says : * * The Brown-Sequard elixir of life was 
tried here to-day on Noah Clark, a decrepit old man, stifi with rheumatism and 
for many years barely able to walk. The extract from part of a lamb killed 
within two hours of the operation was administered in ^he manner described by 
Dr. Hammond in his experiments. Four hours after the operation Mr. Clark 
walked over a mile in twenty minutes. He declared he felt better and more 
vigorous than he had at any time before in twenty-five years. He even read a 
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newspaper without glasses which he had not done before in thirty years." — 
Well, WELL, WELL \ 

Arsenic in Puerperal Anemia. — Prof. William Osier, of Johns Hop- 
kins University, in a recent article in the Boston Medical and Surgical Journal^ 
says of this subject : ** I know of nothing more remarkable in practical thera- 
peutics, nothing so resembling specific action ( unless we except iron in chloro- 
sis and quinine in ague ) than fhe rapid recovery of profound anaemia under 
this drug — arsenic. As a rule it is well borne, and should be given, as Bram- 
well advises, in increasing doses, beginning with five minims, and rising gradu- 
ally to twenty or thirty, three times a day In the case reported 

vomiting and diarrhoea seemed to improve, for a time at least, when the arsenic 

was first given In post-partum cases recovery is always slow. It 

may be many months before perfect health is restored. It is well to intermit 
arsenic for a few wei ks, but the drug should be given at intervals for many 
months." 

Poisoning from Homceopathic Medicines. — That homoeopathic medi- 
cine is not alwa)s as '* inert" as some physicians would have patients believe is 
proven by an article by Dr. D. W. Prent ss in the Therapeutic Gdutte. He re- 
ports this case ; A couple of years ago, while visiting a patient, I was asked to 
see a lady in the house who had been sick for several months with an eruption 
under the care of a homceopathic physician. The physician had become dis- 
couraged and given up the case. When I saw this patient I was struck with 
the resemblance of the eruption to that of '* poison ivy," and questioned her 
as to possible exposure. But she had not been out of her room for months.^ 
While making the inquiry, I noticed a homoeopathic vial on the table, labelled 
'* rhus." I asked if she had been taking the pellets and she said she had " all 
the time.'' They were discontinued and put out of the way, and the patient 
shortly recovered. There seemed no doubt that the rhus pellets had caused 
the eruption. 

New Remedies in the Treatment of Diseases of the Skin. — Schwim- 
mer has lately, in the Weiner medizinische Wochenschrtft, published the results 
he has obuined in certain skin diseases by the use of salol, oxynaphthoic acid, 
salicylate of mercury, and anthrarobin. Salol mixed with starch in ihe propor- 
tion of two to one he finds a very effective remedy in all forms of venereal 
sores and in the buboes resulting from them. Iodoform, he thinks, seems to 
have a more rapid action, but salol has the superiority of possessing no smell. 
The drug also appears useful in conditions of the mucous membrane of the 
bladder, when given internally in doses of forty-fiVe to niiiety grams distrib- 

^ uted through the day. Oxynaphthoic acid in his hands did not give good re- 
sults in venereal cases, acting as an irritant. In scabies, however, it did not 
irritate, and was an effective remedy. He says it may advantageously be 
mixed with chalk and soft soap, each ten per cent., with lard. It acted well, 
also, in the secondary efczema of scabies, and allayed itching in prurigo. Sali- 

/ cylate of mercury possesses no superiority over the ordinary remedies used in 
gonorrhoea and veneieal sores. Given internally in doses of one and a half to 
two grains, it was an effective antisyphilitic drug, although apt to cause irrita- 
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tion of the intestine, and stomatitis. Anthrarobin wasYound to have no bene- 
ficial effect in psoriasis, but in herpes tonsurans, eczema marginatum, and pity- 
riasis versicolor it acted well, being mixed with collodion in the strength of 
one in ten. 

Treatment of Snake-Bites. — Dr. L.J. Jones, of Moscow, Mo., in the 
Philadelphia Medical and Surgical Reporter^ gives his experience in the treatment 
of the bites of venomous snakes, covering a period of over thirty years in a 
country where rattlesnakes do most abound ( North Carolina, Georgia and 
Missouri ). He has found that whisky forms the best remedy, given ad Obi' 
turn ; in many cases an incredible amount may be given before signs of intoxi- 
cation appear, as these do not occur until all of the effects of the poison 
have been overcome. Some people, however, cannot take alcohol in any 
form, the stomach immediately rejecting it ; in such cases he employs 
R Potassii iodidi gr.iv

Misce. Sig. : Ten drops, diluted with a tablespoonful of wine or brandy 
every hour or as symptoms may indicate. It should also be rubbed on the 
bitten part. This is always successful if used in time. 

The Modern Waste of Health. — Quite in line with the present agita- 
tion of the advertisements of quack remedies in the religious pjress is the article 
by Felix L. Oswald, in the Po^-ular Science Monthly for August. Nearly all of 
the patent medicines so liberally advertised contain either alcohol in some 
form, often so carefully concealed as to escape detection, and so artfully intro- 
duced into popular use as to do more toward the destruction of the race 
through the formation » f the liquor or morphine habit than all the saloons ban- 
ished from prohibition States could have done if allowed to continue in full 
blast. These alcoholic ^* medicines" of^en bear the endorsement of prominent 
clergymen who, in their stimulating effect, have ** felt returning health." Says 
Oswald : '* In times of general scarcity the market has been drained of its 
scant supplies by speculators trying to coin gain from the distress of their fel- 
low-men, and risking, after all, to be foiled by the decay of their hoarded stores 
or their destruction by fir^ or flood. Quack nostrums, which not one intelli- 
gent man in a hundred would hesitate privately to pronounce infinitely worse 
than worthless, arc sold by ship-loads and car-loads to disseminate disease and 
the seeds of the stimulant-vice, and the saints who contribute thousands to in- 
siire the theological soundness of the Quaggalla Hottentots do not care enough 
for the physical health of their own countrymen to whisper a word against the 
lawfulness of the infamous traffic." 

Rapid Cure of Cystitis in Women. — ^Madden, in' the British MediccU 
Journai, gives the details of his method of rapid cure of cystitis in women — a 
method far prefei;able to the ** button-hole " operation of Emmett. He dilates 
the urethra with an instrumen: until he can pass the index finger into 
the bladder, and so paralyzes, for a time, the sphincter. It may be necessary 
to remove the proliferating mucous membrane of the bladder with a dull wire 
curette. After dilatation, whether curette is used or not, he makes in all cases 
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local applications of carbolic acid to the mucous surface of the bladder. He 
applies the carbolic acid in the form of the glycerine of carbolic acid (B. P.), 
which is quite strong enough. Through his dilator, a bit of absorbent cotton 
saturated witji this preparation, is introduced, so that the medicament, without 
touching the urethra, is brought in contact with the fundus vesicae. It is allow- 
ed to remain there about two minutes, until every part of the vesical wall con- 
tracts firmly updn the cotton. The cotton is then withdrawn, and the urethral 
canal is similarly brushed out with another application of the carbolized gly- 
cerine. Pain is prevented by the previous application to the parts of a solu- 
tion of cocaine ( 10 per cent.). According to his experience, this treatment 
seldom requires to be repeated more than two or three times, at intervals of a 
week, to effect a cure of even the most aggravated case of cystitis in womfen.

In the treatment of indolent chronic ulcers Dr. S. J. White, house-surgeon 
to Bellevue Hospital, uses a paste of balsam of Peru and iodoform, over which 
is placed an antiseptic dressing of bichloride of mercury gauze. The ulcers 
close up rapidly. There are no fixed proportions of the ingredients, the iodo- 
form being stirred into the balsam until the thickness of paste is obtained. 

At the American Medical Association, Dr. Frank Woodbury presented a 
esolution praying for such alteration of the patent laws as to prevent discrim- 
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inadon in favor of foreign manufacturers of drugs. It is to be hoped that 
Congress may take such action as to prevent a repetition of the abominable 
act of Merck in patenting hyoscin. The '* gall '' of some men is immeasurable. 

The Qtuzrterly Journal of Inebriety says that the drinking of cologne is rap- 
idiy increasing in this country. The effects vary but little from those produc- 
'ed by drinking alcohol except the more profound nutrient disturbances, insom- 
nia and tendency to delirium. If the cologne is made from wood spirits, brain 
•and nerve degeneration is both profound and intense, and delirium sure to 
follow. 

Drs. Henoque and Fredel, in a communication made to the Biological 
Society of Paris, state that the extraction of a tooth may be rendered pain- 
less by spraying the neighbbrhood of the external ear with ether. The anaes- 
thesia of the trigeminus so produced extends to the dental nerves, and thus 
Tenders the production of general anaesthesia needless. —Journal Am, Medical 
Association. 

As the various chairs in the Women's Medical College of Philadelphia 
lieretofore occupied by female professors become vacant, they are filled by 
male lecturers. This has occurred three times within the past year. What 
•does it mean — that as medical teachers women are not a success ? That is the 
logical conclusion, though perhaps not true. An explanation from the trustees 
would be of interest. 

The following may be used as an ointment for red hands: Lanolin, too 
:grammes; paraffin (liquid), 25 grammes; vanillin, o.oi gramme; oL rosae, i 
<irop. The Parisians apply a thin coating of this at bedtime. For bums, a 
preparation made of cocaine and lanolin is an excellent application. It ex- 
cludes the air and quiets the pain. The cocaine should be pure and the mix- 
ture freshly prepared. 

Dr. Rively treats recent cases qf gonorrhoea by direct application of balsam 
copaiba ^o the urethra. He puts it on a bougie and passes it into the 
urethra. After the first application of the bougie, which should be left in situ 
for six to eight minutes, the discharge disappears. But, to be sure, the treat- 
ment should be continued for some days. There is very little pain under this 
treatment. — Weiner Med, Presse. 

The twenty-first annual announcement of the Kansas City Medical Col- 
lege is issued. It shows an attendance of fifty-three students, of whom nine- 
teen graduated. This is the largest class the college has ever had, and the in- 
dications are that the next class will be far largely. Physicians are beginning 
to understand that the facilities for study offered by the schools of Kansas City 
are superior to many Eastern colleges

At the late session of the Iowa State Medical Society at Keokuk, the offi- 
cers elected for the ensuing year were: President, J. M. Eramert, Atlantic;

Moines was selected as the place for the next meeting. 

Dr H. Gregory writes to the Medical Age : I am personally acquainted 
with a man who has a diseased prostate a,nd irritable bladder, and he uses a tea 
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made from dry cor a- silk, obtained from his own corn-crib. He gives the rem- 
edy great praise ; and I am of the opinion that a green drug extract of corn- 
silk has demulcent properties of great value in those prostatic and bladder ail- 
ments, so common and almost universal among old men. 

In the Journal de Medccine Nussbaum apparently accepts erysipelas as a 
local disease purely, and with this thought in view uses a pomade of equal parts- 
of lanolin and ichthyol. The affected part is covered with salicylated dressings. 
It is claimed that a few days effect a cure. This we think is much inferior 
to the internal use of the fluid extract of jaborandi; and externally the use of 
acetanilide, thirty grains to an ounce of lanolin. — Indiana Med, Journal. 

Camphor, says the Lancet^ has been often recommended for colds in the 
head, although Dr. George Johnson and others have long since indicated the^ 
dangers from concentrated alcoholic solutions. A Swiss pharmaceutical jour- 
nal gives the following method: Into a jug half, filled with boiling water put 
one drachm of powdered camphor; over it place a funnel-shaped paper from 
which the point has been torn off so as to admit the egress of the fumes which 
are to be inhaled. 

The death-rate in Kansas City last month, according to the report of I>r. 
E. Middlebrook, Clerk of the Board of Health, was 12,4 for every 1000 oT 
the population. There were 249 births reported, 227 of which were white, 
and 22 colored. The total number of deaths was 186, 102 of which were 
males, and 84 females. Sixty-one of them were under one year of age ; 1 6 
between i and 2 yetrs of age, and 7 over 70 years, one of the latter having 
passed the century mark.

Lander's rule for estimating the, amount of solid matter in the urine is : 
Multiply the last two figures of the specific gravity of the urine by the number 
of ounces of urine discharged in twenty four hours, and the result will express 
in grains the quantity of solid matter discharged. Its practical value is appa- 
rent in view of the theory that puerperal convulsions are due not to the dimi- 
nution in quantity of urea alone which is excreted, but to the diminution in the 
amount of all the solid constituents which are in solution m the urine. 

The ninth annual announcement of the University Medical College of 
Kansas City is received, and shows a marked growth of that always popular 
school. The changes which have recently been made in the building and 
equipment place the school as one of the leading schools of the country. The 
character of its graduates has always been such as to speak well for the col- 
lege, and the announcement that a three-years obligatory course is to be sooft 
adopted will give the college a still higher place in the opinion of physicians^ 
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A case of severe bronchial haemorrhage came to the notice of Dr. Huch- 
ard which, in spite of most active treatment, had continued for some time. 
He used ergot, injections of ergotine, sulphate of quinine, ipecac, and other 
remedies without avail. Finally he tried injections of morphine four or five 
times daily in, J^-grain doses. The haemorrhages ceased entirely after the first 
-day of treatment. Dr. Huchard has since used the drug in uterine haemor- 
rhages and too copious menstruation, and always with marked success. — Medi- 
-ccd News. 

Shall regular practitioners accept open invitations to consult with the so- 
^:alled homoeopaths ? Such was the query proposed to the faculty of a regular 
medical colFege not long since The result of the discussion we have not 
learned, but it is said' that the president actually practises on the affirmatiye 
side of this question. As his colleagues retain him in the piace of honor, it is 
certain that they do not think very strongly on the negative side. We no not 
discuss the matter, but simply give it as one of the events of the times. —

Dr. Roberts Bartholow advises the use of cantharis in chronic catarrh of 
the bladder. Irritability of the bladder, more especially as it occurs in women, 
without the existence of acute inflammation, and not produced by uterine dis- 
placements, is sometimes quickly and entirely relieved by this remedy. The 
irritable state of the bladder, and the vesical tenesmus, which accompany 
chronic prostatic disease, are also sometimes surprisingly relieved by canthar- 
ides. One drop of the tincture given three times a day is said to prevent 
chordee. — Med, Current. 

Prof. Abraham Jacobi ( Archives of Pc^diatrics ) says that the addition of 
•chloride of sodium prevents the solid coagulation of milk by either rennet or 
gastric juice. The cow's milk ought never to be given without table salt, and 
the latter ought to be added to women's milk when it behaves like cow's milk 
in regard to solid curdling and consequent indigestibility. Habitual constipa- 
pation of child-^en is influenced beneficially, since not only is the food made 
more digestible, but the alimentary secretions, both serous and glandular, are 
made more effiective by its presence.

Just as antipyrine, after its original application, was found to have numer- 
ous other equally effective uses, so it is now with salol, which seems therefore 
likely to command a more extensive patronage. One of these seems to be 
really important. The antiseptic properties of the compound have always 
been recognized, but salol had never been applied externally. Now, how- 
ever, continuing the parallel with antipyrine — the most imortant property of 
which was dibcuvered in a country other than that in which it was first used — 
salol has been proved to be a valuable antiseptic in France, Italy and Switzer- 
land. It is specially recommended as a substitute for iodoform, in all cases in 
which the latter has been previously used, and, considering its freedom from 
objectionable odor, it is not astonishing that its application in this direction 
should find favor. Moreover, it is not toxic, which is more or less the case with 
iodoform. Another advantage is that it is about twenty per cent, cheaper than 
ipdoform. — Chanist and Druggist.
